Founding of the Transvaal. 
The Transvaal was founded in 1836 by the 
Dutch. who were dissatisfied with English 


original settlers but few remain—of these 
few Paul Kruger is one. 

The increase of population and the devel- 
n territory were 
both slow. The inhabitants were so widely 
seattered that their government was of 
small account. There were conflicts with 
the natives and controversjes with the Eng- 
philus Shepstone 
Was sent by England to investigate condi- 
tions, with secret power to annex the coun- 
try under certain contingencies. This power 
he exercised April 12, 1877, and the Trans- 
Vaal, against the protest of its President, 
was formally annexed to the British crown. 


Convention of 1881. 


From the date of the annexation began the 
struggle of the Boers for independence. This 
struggle went on with many conferences 
and clashes until in December, 1880, a mass 
meeting of the Boers was held at Paarde- 
kraal—now Krugersdorp—and it was re- 
solved to rise in arms; the South African 
Republic was proclaimed, the national flag 
hoisted on Dec. 16, and the various detach- 
ments of British troops scattered through 
the country were attacked. After the battles 
of Laing Nek and Majuba Hill, in which 
the Boers were successful, an armistice was 
ordered from London, and the subsequent 
negotiations resulted in the convention of 
1881,"" signed at Pretoria in August of that 
year. By this convention the territory is to 
be called the “ Transvaal State,“ and is 
given complete self-government, subject 
to the Suzerainty of her Majesty.“ the ex- 
tent of that suzerainty being expressly de- 
fined in the articles of the convention and 
in substance as follows: 

1. The right to appoint a British resident 
whose duties are expressly defined. 

2. The right to move troops through the 
state in time of war. 

3. The control of the external relations of 
the said state, including the conclusion of 
treaties and the conduct of diplomatic inter- 
course with foreign powers. |

The Boers would have shown themselves 
undeserving of independence and devoid of 
self-respect if upon receiving Mr. Chathber- 
lain’s dispatch they had not taken the 
initiative, for England during the entire ne- 


troops in south Africa and upon the frontiers 
of the South African Republic. The ulti- 
matum of the Boers was an act of folly only 
upon the assumption tnat there still re- 


mained a possibility of settling the contro- 
.versy between the two countries without 


sacrificing the independence of the republic. 
There was no such possibility, for assuni- 
ing that the differences between the two 
countries concerning the grievances of the 
uitlanders could be satisfactorily adjusted, 
the differences concerning the independence 
of the republic and the claim of suzerainty 
were absolutely. irreconcilable. England 
was firmly, resolved ta insist upon her suzer- 
ainty and her right to intervene in the in- 
ternal affairs of the republic, and the Boers 
on their side were equally firmly resolved 
to resist England’s claims in both partic- 
ulars. For the Boers to consent to the re- 
opening of negotiations concerning the 
grievances of the uitlanders would be a tacit 
admission on their part of the right of Eng- 
land to intervene and her claim of su- 
zerainty. The ultimatum was simply seiz- 
ing time by the forelock in the desperate at- 
tempt to make the best showing possible 
against the overwhelming forces of Great 
Britain. 

The effort is made to arouse sympathy by 
appealing to the American sentiment against 
“taxation without representation,“ but the 
history of the negotiations shows that the 
Boers offered to grant to the uitlanders the 
representation England asked for them, pro-
